There  have  been  no  cases  of  Sickness  or  invalidity  which  have  been  specially  noteworthy  in  the  borough 
during  the  year,  neither  have  there  been  any  conditions  of  occupations  or  environment  which  appeared  to  have 
had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health. 


Zymotic  Diseases. 

There  were  11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  eight  Diphtheria  and  one  Erysipelas  cases  notified  in  the  Borough, 
and  every  precaution  was  taken  to  avoid  a spread  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  was  taken  well  in  hand.  Immunisation  of  School  Children  was  carried  out  ; some  parents 
agreed  to  this,  but  some  parents  refused  to  allow  their  children  to  be  immunised. 


Meat  and  Food. 

No  action  is  taken  with  regard  to  Meat  and  other  Food  inspection  or  under  the  Food  and  Drug  Act. 


Factory  and  Workshops. 


All  these  have  been  found  clean  and  well  ventilated. 


Cow  Sheds. 

Cow  Sheds  in  the  Borough  have  all  been  inspected  and  show  a much  desired  improvement. 


Water  Supply. 


Analytical  Examinations  were  made  during  the  year  as  the  service  was  quite  satisfactory,  and  no  chemi- 
cal analysis  made  during  the  period.  The  Water  Supply  in  the  Borough  is  fairly  satisfactory  and  the  matter 
has  received  the  attention  of  the  Town  Council,  who  have  laid  new  and  larger  pipes  through  the  Town. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  sewerage,  and  no  progress  made  in  improving  the  character  and 
sufficiency  of  the  arrangements  for  drainage,  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  5 Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Town.  On  inspection  all  have  been  found  clean.  The  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Town  Council  is  proving  of  great  service  in  many  respects. 


Bakehouses. 

These  have  been  inspected  and  found  perfectly  clean,  and  an  additional  onehasbeencompletedsatisfactorily 


Tuberculosis. 


It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  there  has  been  only  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  continues  to  do  very  useful  work  in  the  Town  and  District,  and  is  much  appreciated  and  found  of 
considerable  help  by  the  mothers.  The  Centre  is  well  attended  and  keen  interest  is  taken  by  the  mothers  and 
officials.  Sessions  are  held  every  fortnight,  at  which  short  Lectures  are  delivered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Afternoon  Teas  are  also  provided  by  the  Committee.  There  has  been  no  development  or  change  in 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the  Borough. 

Inspections  made  by  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  several  inspections,  and  practically  all  the  suggestions  have  been 
carried  out  after  notice  given  to  the  owners.  Drains  are  frequently  disinfected,  and  the  Cattle  Market  is  kept 
clean,  notwithstanding  its  frequent  use  for  Marts,  Fairs,  and  Stock  Sales.  The  Roadways  in  the  Market  have 
been  tar  macadamised.  The  nature  of  the  inspections  comprised  drainage  ; cesspits  ; slaughter  houses  ; bake- 
houses ; cowsheds  ; troughings  on  houses  and  loose  slates  on  roofs.  House  Refuse  is  now  dumped  in  a field 
situated  a considerable  distance  from  the  town.  The  placing  of  offensive  rubbish  on  the  highway  has  been 
practically  stopped.  Caravans  are  not  permitted  to  remain  near  dwelling  houses.  New  Offices  have  been 
erected  for  the  Divisional  Surveyor  and  his  staff. 


Housing  Statistics  and  Conditions. 

The  statistics  and  conditions  as  to  Housing  remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Owing  to  the 
war  no  additional  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  Borough  by  the  Council  or  by  private  enterprise. 

Electricity. 

Electric  Light  has  been  provided  in  the  Borough. 

Evacuees. 

In  consequence  of  the  war  and  air  raids,  thirty  evacuees  have  arrived  from  Rochester  to  the  Borough. 


Schools. 


The  College,  County  School  and  Council  School  have  been  visited  and  found  satisfactory.  Neither  of 
the  Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  diseases.  \ new  water  supply  has  been  laid  for  the  County 
School. 

Parking. 

I consider  that  the  Parking  facilities  for  Motor  Cars  and  Shows  on  the  Main  Street  extending  from  the 
Town  Hall  to  College  House  should  be  abolished  as  they  obstruct  the  traffic,  and  are  a nuisance  to  the 
residents.  In  this  area  there  are  business  premises  and  residences  of  two  local  doctors.  Space  is  necessary 
as  motor  cars  conveying  patients  cannot  get  near  the  surgeries,  and  the  doctors  find  it  difficult  to  get  their  own 
cars  away  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  their  cases. 


Milk  and  Dairies  Act. 

In  the  Borough  a great  deal  of  Milk  Selling  takes  place.  The  milk  is  of  good  quality  on  the  whole  and 
no  complaints  have  been  made.  The  Cow  Sheds  are  now  kept  clean  as  they  should  be.  The  walls  white- 
washed oftener.  The  owners  have  kept  their  promise  to  improve  matters.  Steps  were  taken  to  have  a 
Bacteriological  examination  of  Milk,  and  the  milk  was  found  of  good  quality.  There  are  no  Tubercular  persons 
employed  in  the  Milk  business.
